In so doing, he will 
open up the interior to create 
a rangier speciman and show 
off the attractive red color of 
the branches themselves.

Association of Nurserymen of­

fer several different Crape 
Myrtles in a good range of 
colors. They are distinquish- 
ed by the crinkled texture of 
their showy blooms; and 
when you've seen one, you'll 
be able to identify the others.

PINK, BED
Most often seen are the 

Pink Crape Myrtle and the 
Red Crape Myrtle. The Water­ 
melon Red Improved, how­ 
ever, is an exceptionally goo< 1 
^hrub with flowers of a shade

that is at once rich and sub­ 
tle. You will also find White 
Crape Myrtle and Queen's 
Crape Myrtle, the latter a 
lovely shrub with lavender 
blooms.

Take care in planting to 
avoid shady spots and don't 
seek a site that will hide the 
winter bareness. There is a 
certain grace in the naked 
branch structure of Crape 
Myrtles in winter that you 
.vill find appealing.
